The Applicants responded as follows: 

1. The Applicants restricted the Application to Claims 1-18, and cancelled non-elected 
Claims 19-22 without prejudice to further prosecution on the merits. 

2. The Applicants elected the species/embodiment recited in Claims 1, 7, and 10-16, which 
is shown, for example, in Figures 1-5. 

3. In a commimication titled "Preliminary Amendment," Claims 1, 2, 4-16, and 18 were 
amended and Claims 3, 17, and 19-22 were cancelled without prejudice to further 
prosecution on the merits. 

4. The Applicants authorized the Examiner's Amendment.
